— A eolu- 
tlon wUoh membera ot the organisa- 
tion baHeva will pmro enttraly ade- 
quate for the problem ot how to dis- 
pose of itic low grades Of leaf tobacco 
that tail 1(1 l)riiit; a satisfactory price 
when olTci'cU (111 lliu luuscloiif ware- 
house lloors of Kentucky, was offered 
Wednesday by the Burley Tobacco 
Qrowere' Association. 

Directors of the Assootation, Lex- 
ington and Blue Grass bankers, ware- 
housemen, prominent farmers and re- 
dryers combined to formulate the 
plan which will be put into effect with 
the opening of the Lexington Market, 
January 3. 

The proposition will bu subniiltcil to 
growers for the first time Thursday 
attemoon at 1:80 o'olook at the maaa 
meeting ot Burley growers ofFayette 
and other Blue Grass counties in the 
court house. It will be explained In 
detail by .John W. Newman, president 
of tlic Hiirloy .Association. All natlimal 
ofliccrs as well as county ofllccrs will 
b«' present. 

The Burley Tobacco .Marketing 
Company is now ta the process of nr- 
ganliation. Ita offloera will be the 
same as those of the Burley Tobacco 
Growers' AssociatioiL Control of botli 
bodies will be ill the hands of the 
growers at all times, tlic iirticles lic- 
ing 80 drawn lluit no one man can dli- 
tuin a dunilnatiug position in the af- 
fairs of either of the organisations. 

This company will begin operation 
January 8. Low gradea and tobacco 
for which prices not satlafhotory to 
the grower are offered will be turned 
over 1(1 the company by the farmers. 
They will receive a rc'ceijit, slating 
the number of pounds of each grade 
given to the company's charge. The 
tobacco Is turned over to redrylu); 
plants in the Barley belt, redryed and 
stored, warehouae reoolpta tor the leaf 
turned over to the oompany. These 
receipts will bo negotiable in all 
banks that are members of the Feder- 
al UoiVirve SyKteni. 

Enough money to pay storage 
charges on the tobacco held by the re- 
dryers will be borrowed from the 
banks on the rocotpta. The tobacco 
will be held In atorage until disposed 
of at a profitable ffgura direotly to 
Kurojiean countries for Short tine 
government bonds. 

The preferred stuck of the market- 
ing company will bo issued in pay- 
ment for tobacco at their far market 
value. When the final sale of the sea- 
son Is made, the preferred stock wlU 
be retired at par and aooumnlated in- 
terest Any proflti left will be distrib- 
uted pro rata among the growers. In 
this way. it was explained, every man 
will share proportionately in the 
profits to the value of the tobacco de- 
livered by hip to the marlntiBg com- 
pany. 

No member ot the growera' associa- 
tion will be required to thm dispose 
of his tobacco, according to President 

Newman. Any grower not a member 
can put his tobacco into the marketing 
company by paying the regular an- 
nual duos of the growers' association. 

The company will start business 
with $26,000 aubscribed to the prefer- 
red stock, payable In tobacco. The 
capital ot the company will be In 
creased from time td time until all to- 
bacco turned Into the company is paid 
for In preferred stock at the fair mar 
ket prices on the open market. The 
capitalization Is expected to reach $1.- 
000.000 beft>re the close of the season, 
it was sUted by Burley AssocIaUon of.- 
ficlals. "

INTERSCHOLASTIC 
LEAGUE PROPOSED 
BYJIIVERSITY 

First Class High Schools «f Kentucky 
iiked To Jofai htktf» U 
Promote OebaUng aad 

Athletics. 

Kentuckiaae long have been noted 
for their ability to hold their own in 
debate and athletic events, but if plans 
of the extension department of the 
Uqlverstty of Kentucky tor formation 
ot the Kentucky Intaraoholastic 
League work oat the younger genera- 
tion will be better aohooled In both 
oompottttva branohaa than their eld- 
ers. 

Formation of the league iii,i;etlier 
with rules and regulations, with the 
activities culminating each year in an 
athletic and debating program at the 
university, were announeed here by 
Dr. Wellington Patrick, direotor of ex- 
tension work at the unlveraity. The 
first annual tournament will be held 
in Lexington on Mrff 7. 

"The air of the organization Is bet- 
tor debate'," said Dr. Patrick, "In do- 
ing this work it is not our purpose to 
Interfere with any organization doing 
the same kind of work In the state." 

All white public aohools, academics 
and paroohlal sohoola in the state are 
included in the program and will be 
Invited to participate. It was stated. 

The organization of the league la 
under the direction of Dr. Patrick as 
chairman; I'rof \V A. Mikosell, pro- 
fessor of public speaking at the uni- 
versity and Dr, S, A. Boles, head of 
the department of physical education. 

"The purpoae ot the league is to fos- 
ter ta tiie aduwls of the state the 
study and practice of public speaking, 
to assist in organizing and standard- 
izlni; and controlliim alhl(!tic and to 
work for llie coMiinun interests of the 
high schools of the state in such other 
activities as it may seem proper to 
bring under this league from time to 
time,'.' said Dr. Patrlok in outilning 
the pUn. "Memberahipa at present 
wHI be restricted to- white accredited 
high sohooto and academies of the 
state, 

"As sonn as tlie memborship of the 
league is deterniinod, the state will be 
divided into districts by the executive 
committee and the district officers 
(three members) will be apjiointed. 
The number ot diatrtcto. will be limit- 
ed to ten In each branch ot activity. 
Athletic districts will not be formed 
until plans are carefully worked out. 

"Th* state executive committee will 
hold the final contests in athletic and 
debate and have jurisdiction over ell-

TWO THOUSAND DIE 
IN CHINESE QUAKl 
IN FAMINE SECTOR 

Towns Are Laid Waste In Isolated 

Soatin at OMm - Qudwa Bam 

Saeeabar 16th Aceordlar 
To Report*. 

Sbankhal, Dec. 23. — Two thousand 
lives were lost in an earthquake In the 
isolated province of Kan-Su, accord- 
ing to reports here today. 

The first shock occurred December 
16. They were oontinning at last re- 
ports. 

The town of PangUaag and aovaral 
surrounding Tlllagas were reported 

wrecked. 

Rescue work waa being carried out 
with difficulty because of the Isola- 
tion of the province and ita extromo 
ruggedness. 

Kan-Su also is in the tamlne dis- 
trict 

The world probably Is entering a 

maximum period of earthquakes and 
eruptions, according the Rev, P. L. 
Odenbach, astronomer of St. Ignatlous 
College Observatory, Clweland. 

Commpnting on recent earthquakes 
in Argentine and the Island ot Tap. 
I lev. Odenbach said: 

"Barthquakes and eruptions come 
in maximum and minimum perioda. 
For the p.ist year and a half we have 
been passing through a minimum 
pcrod. Now 11 is probable a maximum 
period is setting in. 

There are three main causes of 
earthquakes, aceoTding to S«v. Oden- 
bach: 

Volcanic — oauslng tarmora ot the 

earth. t 

Downthrow — nsnally short quakea 
caused by the ceilings In large oavea 

and mines falling in. 

Tectonic — the most serious, caused 
by shrinkage ot the oartli's crust.
